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OU were certainly very much in haſte when you pour'd 

*out ſuch a Mouthful of Charges upon a poor People, that 

one half of them made good, muſt needs lay them as low 

as you Wiſh ; But they that count ſo quick uſually reckon 

without their Hoſt, and muſt count again, as indeed 

you do; for in an after Mercury, you retratt ſome of your Charges ; 
which ſhews, by the way, you went without Book in making them. 
To ſpare you, and ſave Paper, we will not repeat them here toge- 
ther,but as we anſwer them : for they are both foul and foully given. 

Your firſt Charge is, We ſpeak contempnbly of the Bible : But we hope 
not. Your Aſſumption has four parts of proof. 1. We own it nor, 
you {ay, 4s an adequate Rule of Faith and Manners, For th:s you cite 
R. B.'s ApologyP. 25, & 43. And*what you cite is true ; bur you cite 
not all, and lo leave what you cite more open toexception, which is 
by no means fair. Love but Truth and Ingenuity more than you 
love your own Credit, or flight ours, and we ſhall not doubt the 1t- 
ſue, even in your own thoughts, R. B. tells zou wherein the Scri- 
pture is not a ule in all caſes and circumſtances, viz it was not 
Pan's to £0 to Feruſalem, to be ſhut up there, rather than go back 
to preach to the Churches in Greec? : Nor the Rule of Paul's Call, 
nor any Min ſter of Chrift ro the Miniftry 5 Nor with reference to 
their going £o this or that Nation to preach the Guſpel rather than 
any others. It is not a Rule to Prophefie as to when andor, what at one 
time or point more than anuther ; for tho” it ſays, 1 Cor. 14. That 
all may propheſie one after another, as it is reveaied to them, which autho- 
rizes the prattice, yet it is not the Rule of thoſe motions of the Spi- 
rit; neither to the Party moved to ſpeak, nor to thoſe that hear to 
judge aright : for no Scripture can tell me it I am moved by the Spi- 
rit of God or my own $pirit,or a transformed Spirit ; nor can thoſe 
hat hear, judge of it but y the Spirit of Truth. So that tho' the 
-ripture be a Rule of Words, it is the Spirit anlj that is a Rule to 
-ns Spirits concerning the Riſe of true Ptophehie in any. Again, 

hat Chapter or Verſe can you tell you are believers? for tho' 

re are divers can tell what a believer 1s, yet how do you know 
at you are ſuch? By what Rule do you apply Scripture, nay, by 
ihat Rule do you believe Scripture ? for the Scripture cannot he the 
ule of your belief of it ſelf : And therefore it is that R. B, in our 
ame, ſays they are not the principal Ground of all Truth and 
Knowledge,nor yet the primary adequate Rule of Faith and Manners: 
But, ſays he, being a faithful Teſtimony of the firſt Foundation, they may be 
well eſteemed a ſecondary Rule and ſubordinate 1 the Spirit, from whence 
they have their exceliency and certainty, p. 38. And can you call this 
contemning of the Scriptures, without peaking contemptibly of the 
holy Spirit that gave them forth ? He argues thus: Jf the Spirts 
only gives the K nowledge of God, and by the Spiris we be to be Led int all 
Truth, then the Spirit and not Scripture js the Foundation of all Truth, and 
'the primary Rule : But the rſt is true : therefore alſo the lift. Again, 
That which is not the Rule 0 Faith to believe the Scriptures, is not the pri. 
mary adequate Rule of Faith and Manners: But the Scripture is not noy 
cannot. be that Rule ; therefore, &Cc. p. 38,4', 42. You ſhew your ſelves 
too Mercuridl, and ride Poft over our Arguments, leaving them and 
the matter behind you.. T he Scripture you oppoſe to all this, 1 Tim. 
2. 17. and which is all you anſwer, and enough too were it but to 
your purpoſe ! proves only, that all Scripiure by Inſpiration from God is 
profitable ; but it does not ſay, it is ſufficient of it ſelf for the accom- 
pliſhing of the man of (3od_ro every good Work 5 ſo is Preaching, 
Praying and Medinating profitable : hut it does not ſay, that it is the 
Fountain of all true Kn-»wledge, and the only Rule of Chriſtians, or a 
Rule in all particular Caſes that may occur to men; And it is plain the 
Apoſtle referr'd to the care of a Paſtor, and not to all particular 
occaſions.' Leſs does he ſay,that the Spirit is nur the Rule of Chriſtians ; 
and if it be a Rule art all, it cannot be a ſuburdinate one to the Scri- 

tures that came from it : No doubt hut they are profitable, very pro- 

table ; and blefled be God for them } but muſt we contemn them 
unleſs we prefer them to the \pirit of God? the great and moſt excel- 
lent Rule of Chriſtians, J. 14. 26. The Comforter ſhal reach you all 
things, Ch, 16, 13. ,The Spirit of Truth will guide you into all Truth, 
The Apoſtle commended the Church to the word of God's grace, which 
is inward, As 20. 32 See 1*Cor. 2. 9, 10, 11, 12. Which place at- 
tributes all Divine Knowledge to the Spirit of God, its Searchings 
and Revelitions. Again, Tr, 2. 11, 12. & 1 Fo. 2. 20, 2-. Ze kave 
an unition from the Holy One, and ye know all things, It abideth in you ; and 
ye need not that any man teach you, but 4s the ſame anoining reacheth you all 
things, and is Truth and is n0 Lye: and even as be hath taught you, ye ſhall 
abide in bim, We will cloſe with the words of Chrift, whom all are 
to hearand prefer. Fo. 5. 37, 40. Search the Scripture (or ye ſearch 
the Scripture) for in them ye think ye have Eternal Life ; and they are 
they which reſtific of m2, And (for all that) ye will not come unto me, 
that ye may have life. A moſt ſevere rebuke to the hertey Jewy of his 
time ; and as great a one to the Chriſtians of that lamp now. They 
valued the Scriptures, but undervalued the Meſhah when he came, 
that, from Scripture, they look for -:. What blindneſs was theirs, 
that knew him not by ſo many Marks as they gave of | him, but 
turned the Scripture againſt him that teſtified of him ? This is 
the Caſe of our Oppoſers with us at this day : They oppoſe the Scri- 
ptures to Chrift the Word, that ſhines in the Heart, and will not 
come to him, the quickning Spirit, in themſelves, that they might 
have Life ; but think, by them, to have Eternal Life, and they are 
they that teſtifie of him. X'now ye 701 your own ſelves, ſays the Apoſtle, 
how that Feſu C brift is in you, except y: be reprobates, % Cor. 13.5. 

This is the Dottrin that is our Crime, our Enthuſiaſm, our Error 5 
and we are $-ducers, Deceivers, and what not, for afferting, recom- 
But if this be to be vile, we are like to be 
more vile 3 for xe muſt bear witneſs to that which the Scriptures te- 
viz. the Spirit, and prefer it before the Scripture, whenthe 
»+nre does ſo-to it ſelf. No mans Letter 1s himſelf, nor ſo noble 

"f The Scripture is as the Letter or Epiftle of the Holy 
+ but for that reaſon 'tis nos the Holy Ghoſt, nor to be 
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inſtead of the Holy Ghoſt to us ; n& 
fore the Holy Ghoſt, We bleſs Go! 
them with comfort and advantage ; a | 
perf<Aing of the Man of God through chvWk 
The Scriptures declare the things of God ; but Coe 
Man : The Spirit only can do that; for which cauſe we bonour, exalt 
and perfer the Spirit, as that which fultils the Scripture, and invite 
all to receive it, chat it may make people ſpiritual ; for 10 be ſpiritual- 
Iy minded is life and peace. Wherefore, as often as any of vur Ex« 
prethons are conftrued to leſſen the holy Scriptures, we ask it as a 
piece of Juſtice from all our Readers, to take tMscaution with them, 
we ſpeak comparatively, not with our Books, or with Men, but with 
Chriſt, bis Light and Spirit, from whence the Scriptures came. Ard 
in this ſenſe it is that R. B. and others, on the like occafion; exy: els 
themiclves, when ſuppoſed to abate of the common Opinion of the 
Scriptures, For as Face anſwers Face inaGlajs, fo we ſay, and know, 
the Sptri and Scripture anfwer each other. _ nd therefore the coms 
fortable Evidence of a Chriſtian man, is the Tejtimony of the Spirit of 
God wubin bim, and the Scriptur:s of Truth without kim, Let it nor 
then be any more a fault in us to Girect People to the Spiritaf God, 
by which only they can come to the Poſſcttion 6f th- Good 4 "1128S 
the Scriptures ſpeak of ; for tho' they Exhort, k buke, Iattrutt, &c. 
yet wititout that great agent, the Spirir, influencing and enabling the 
Creature, he ſhall never experience the Truth «t the SCriPtures t9 
himiz1f in the moſt re/ative and excellent parts of it, 

2. The fecond part of your Afſumption is, Thar rv? deny the $cri- 
ptuyes 10 be Neceſſary, for which you cite $, Fiſher, Ru. P- 112, and 
KR. B, #p. Pp. 68. Ir looks groſs, as you lay it down ; but Pray tate 
1c all together : They cannot be abſvulntely neceſſary to >alyation, 
where God has not: made it neceſſary that they ſhould be at all ; fer 
tnen that would be neceſſary which is not ; and People, for ever mis 
ſerable, for want of that which is not their t-ult, thac they have not. 
Again, It is allowed among Proteftants, that where the Scriptures 
or Sacraments are withheld from People, as under confiaement, or 
providentially in Infidel Countries, there an vpright defire or inten» 
tion anſwers and ſupplies that want then they are not abſolutely 
neceſſary ; So every where, by conſequ-nce, wier: they cannut be 
had, they cannot be abſolutcly neceſſary to ſalvation. This is r.ot 
fo render the Scriptures uſ-leſs or ncedleſs,or to raiſe an :nGifferency 
to them where they are enjoyed, by no means ; they ac a gieat 
Bleſſing,and,as ſuch,tu be highly prizec;and no man,thar 25 any i ar 
of God, or thelcaſt tafte of his g10dneſs, but mutt be of that mind ; 
but to vindicate God's mercy and goodneſs from lcaving {o great a 
part of the World without the means of Salvation, as they muſt be 
that want the Scriptures, if they are abſolutely neceſſary to Salva. 
tion. .To end this Head, confider, 1/t, How long the World was 
without them. 24/y, How few and particular the firſt Books were ; 
and, at laft, in how narrow a compaſs al! the Old-Teftamert Wri- 
tings lay, compared with the whole World. And, laſtly, How ma- 
ny Churches were gathered by the Apoſtles 
ment Scripture was all in being, which is ſo much more beneficia! 
—_ and adyantagious to Chriſtians, both as to Faith and Wor. 

iP, than that of rhe Old Teftament* And yet without that, for ſe-.

Your third Proof. Is our equating Apocrypha with Scripture, and 
quote S. F. Ruff. p. 77. Rut if we don't equa! Scripture with Apo» 
crypha, it does not ſhew we light the Scripture, to have more of it 
than yeallow that Title to: Did xe make the Scripture Apocryphal. you 
had hit the Mark, in vour ſenſe thereof, | 

However, firſt, your Communion f--quently uſe it to confirm 
their Doctrin, both in Puipit and in Writing ; and particularly the 
preſent Archbiſhop in his lace Sermon before the Gueen, upon P/ſ2. 
73+ 25+ and that with a more than common Emphaſis. And i! it were 
SPurious and a By-blow, as you are pleafed to call us in reſpet of ':c- 
Iigion, why ſhould fo many eminent Poets of your own cha« ic to 
vouch the Truth of Religion from thoſe Books, rather thaa 7 60s 
Philo? Sc. 

3. Remember, if you pleaſe, that they were firſt left ont hy the 
Council of Zaodicea, which was 364 years after Chriſt, and received 
again by the Council of Carthage, An. 399. which at the beft is but 
an indifferent Foundation for your Exception. Alſo pray take along 
with you, the Complaints of Ferum and Epiphaniue, among others, of 
the Partzalities that had been: even,by the Orthodox, committed upon 
the New Teſtament, under pretence of the ill uſe ſyme Herericks 
(real or ſuppoſed) made or might make of them, Fer. ad Luc, Epiſt. 
23 —Epip. in Anc. 7. 2. 

4. Your fourth part of the Afſumption to prove your Charge, 1s 
that we equal our own Writings uno the Scripure, and that it is 1he ready 
way to mate it both Blaſpremy and Nonſenſe : And from thence you are 
pleaſcd to call us God's 4pe. Waring all your RefleQions, that edifies 
very little, and cannot honour you, pray obſerve your Proofs. 6. 
Fox, Mylt, p. 12. and Fr. Houghil, Anti. Volunt. defeated, without a 
Page, affirm the necefſry of an Infal.ible Spirit for Goſpel- Miniſters. O 
Friends !. whether would you drive things ? What, make that Hereſy 
which is the Root of all true Relioion as well as mwue Miniſtry? Can a 
fallible Spirit bring People in to the Truth, or turn them to God ? 
Is not the Spirit of God an infallible Spirit ? And are not the Children 
of God led by it ? Rom. $. 14. And we are not aſhamed to ſay, That 
by that holy Spirit, we are often conftrained to exhort, rebuke and 
inftru, as it giveth utterance; an! that God has owned our La- 
bours with a comfortable Harveſt, bleſſ-d be his Name : But for 
equalling our Writings with Scripture, we have no ſach Exprefhons 
or Thoughts: It is a Word of your own, anda Conceit and Inference 
of our old adverſaries, There arg degrees as well as divertity of 
Manifeſtations and Qperations, but the ſame Lord, and the ſame Spirit: 
YetiFit will ſatisfy (you; we have ever preferred the Bible to all _ 
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und Writings of Saints and good Men. You have other Proofs : You 
ſay, that G. Reff. wrizto O, C. Thus ſayeth the Lord, And that brand- 
d:d Blaſphemer Nayler (#hom we, you (ay, to this day imitate, _ and 
admire ) ſays in bis love to the Loſt, The word of the Lord to his belo- 
ved City 5 tho' the boly Scripture muſt not have that Honour. Now, know 
ye, if ye pleaſe, that weown the Style, and bleſs God his word is a+ 
mong-us, and when it lays a neceſity upon us, we can fay in truth, 
The Word of the Lord; And it is or ought to be well known to this 
Nation, that we have ſpoken it in Truthz it having been fulfilled 
more than once upon thaſe to whom we have been ſent with it. And 
itis a Blindneſs and a thick Apoſtacy that has overtaken ſuch as count 
it monſtrous to have a Viſion, our to know the Word of the Lordin 
Goſpel-days. The days of Light and Life, the diſpenſation of Spirit 
aid Power,anl of the Word of that Lord, according to the notable pal- 
lage, Iſa. 9. 21. As for me, this is my Covenant with them jay:th the 
Lord, my Syirit that is upon thee (ſpeaking of Chriſt) and my words which 
1 haveput into thy Mouth ſha!! not depart out of the Mouth of thy Seed, nor 
04t of the Mouth of thy Seeds Seed, ſayeth th Lord, from kenceforth and 
forever, Allo that of Foel 2. 28. In the latter days 1 will pour out my Spi- 
rit upon all Fleſh ; without reſpe& to Nation, Age or Sex. But you are 
very difingenuous to thruſt into your Citation of F., Nayler's words, 
by Parentheiis, whom you ſay we imitate, defend and admire; there- 
by ſuggeſting, that we defend him in Blaſphemy ; which is more than 
you can prove by any warrantable Authority.: However hereby you 
juſtify char piece of Cruelty, done in that unhappy Age and uſurped 
Power (as you fuggeft) which many eminent and ſoher People were 
grievedat: This is abuſive, and out of all bounds of equal Dealing, 
and we wiſh you may repent of it : For we are (o far from imitating, 
defending and admiring him in that reſpect, wherein he gave occaſion 
of offence ant] ſtumbling,that we did not only at that time diſown his 
Proceedings,but he very ſolemnly condemred them himſelf, which was 
Printed to the World ; and he lived an humble, contrite and 
exemplary Life, and dyed, webelicve, in Pcace. 

That we read our own Epiſtles in our Meetings and not the Scriptures, 
is not fromdiſreſpe to the Scripture, but becauſe of a particular oc- 
calion, and a word of Exhortation thereby communicated. It it were 
cuſtomary to read our Friends Writings, as the &criptures are in the 
publick places of worſhip,and yet did not read the Scriptures, we }oald 
deſerve your reproof 5 but that is not the Caſe, far be it from us. 

T!4- laft part of your Afſumption, by which you would prove us to 
co1::emn the Scripture, is our uſing, with the Papiſts, derratting Expreſſ- 

ons, 4 dead Lenter, a Noſe of Wax, @ Lesbian Rule; and tor this you quote 
S. F. p. 48. It is low with you that you have no more Evidence, Eut 
now be Ing-nuous, can you think we call the Scriptures lo, or *hat we 
ſay Men make th-m ſo, or uſe them ſo? Lay your Hands upon your 
Hearts and think again, is there any thing more proverbial than to 
ſay, That Men-make a Noſe of Wax of the Scripture ? But therein to joyn 
us with the Papifts is till more uncandid ; for the very place you cite 
makes an Exception to the Papiſts prattice, who uſe ſuch Speeches 
Tauntingly, chat is, in flight, in contempt of the Scripture. Then 
S. F. doth it not in any ſuch ſenſe z why then ſhould you make him 
49 it Tauntingly and with Papifts, when he fo particularly provides 
againſt them both ? You'd make ill Jury-men with ſuch Latitudes, 
The Scripture of it ſelf is a dead Letter, for all Letters are ſo in them- 
ſelves, and you grant as much in ſpeaking of the word of God ; but 
if they are made alive to any Soul by the application of God's holy and 
quickening Spirit, they become living to that Soui, as much as if the 
holy Penman had ſpoke them in his Ear ; anq indeed no words are 
living to any Man, whether writ or ſpoken, but as they are made (0 
by the Spirit in the Heart of ſuch a Man. But Greg, Naz. That we 
[uppoſe you reverence, ſpeaking of the Bible, ſaid, 1s Religion placed 
in a Leaf ? Feareſt thou (Paperor) Parchment more than God 7 | his had 
»een Hainous in us, and yet it is true, A Lesbian Rule he ſtyled it ad 
Hominem. The truth they declare is fable and certain, but Men twiſt, 
ſhift and wring them, and ſo they becomelike the Lesbjan Rule that 
erved all turns ; and for that reaſon he u! ged, that Men ſhould come 
to the Spirit of God, to receive the mind of the Spirit in the Matter 
-herein doubted or controverted. 

Your ſecond Charge is, That the Quakers will by no means allow the Scri- 
Yure-to be the word of God, 1f you had ſaid in no ſenſe too, you would 
ave gone foo faft 5 and yet your Intention in your words looks that 
vay. Let us not differ, pray you, more than needs muſt, to ſup- 
rt the credit of your Charge. You confeſs Chriſt is called the word of 
38d, but ſo is the Scripture, And we ſay Chriſt is, but ſo 1s not the 
Scripture: You produce, Fer. 36. 4, 10, 12. We ſay, at that rate, there 
Ire an hundred Words of God; becauſe it was the Style the Prophets 
ſed for every Meſſage. But you go, I confeſs, a great way to help 
ut the Matter, when you allow, That it is ridiculous to ſay the very Let- 
'rs are the word of God, but the ſenſe. and divine Truths therein contained 
id conveyed to 14 by the cooperation of God's Spirit: For in that ſenſe, 

ery Paſlage thereof given forth by divine Inſpirarion, is the Will, 
.ind, Command, and if you pleaſe, fo far,the word of the Lord; and 
' we donot, as you lay, contraditt our ſelves in uſing the ſame Phraſe 
» our own Writings, But nevertheleſs primarly and excellently we at- 
ibute that Style to Chriſt the Word, that was with God, and was God, 

4 mage all things : and we do not ſee but you yeild it to us. 

For your third Charge, of turning the ſacred Truths of Scripture into 
wne Allegories, ſince you refer your Proof to another place, we aiſo 
'our Anſwer, 

Your fourth Charge is, That we ſpeak not very bhonourably of our Savi- 
'. But how does that appear ? Do we ſay he is no Saviour, or that 
isa cxcent Saviour, and leaves Men as bad as he finds them, as 

» many ſhew that call him ſo ? And which is worſe, , plead to be ſo as 

Z as they live, becauſe, ſay they, He did not come 20 rake away the 

we of Sin, which muft be left for their probation, and to ſhew 

th God's Mercy to forgive ; as if Sin were Serviceable ? We have 
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not thus diſhononred him I hope. How is it, pray you, thac we 2 
honour him ? Why, 1/t. You ſay, We make bim 4 Monſter: That's 
bad indeed, oP you are very Irreverent, as well as Unjuſt in your Ez 
preſſion. Rob. Barclay, Pp 3<6, you tells us, ſays, He bas 1wo Bodies. 
Suppole ſo; one you grant: The other R, B. calls Pebiculum Dei: Not 
two Bodies of the Virgin Mary : How is it a Monſter then ? You are 
more Mercarial than exa&t. . But pray conſider, and better late than 
never ; Did not all the Fathers feed of Chriſt as well as drink of him, 
do you think ? Read 1 Cor. 3. 4, They did eat the ſame Spiritual Mear, 
and did all drink the ſame Spiritual Dyink; ( Fer they drank of that Spiritual 
Rock that followed them, and thas Rock was Chriſt.) Now the word Body 
is figuratively uſed, as it imports a Subſtance, that is, the Fred of the 
Saints, their Spiritual Nourrſhment and Subfiftence,. You ſhould be 
more deliberate, and not ſo wild and adventurous in your Cenlures, 
Your ſecond Reaſon is, That we ſay Chriſt is attually preſent in every one 
of our own Boazes > Which you ſay is a greater Degradation to him than 
his lying in a Manger. But ftill we- ſee you dont read the Bible, or 
remember what you read, Perule 2 Cor. 13.5. Examin your ſelves, 
whether ye be in the Faith ; prove your own ſelves : Know ye not your own 
ſelves, how that Feſwus Chriſt is in you, except ye be Reprobates ?* So that 
what you make a diſhonour to Chriſt, the Apoſtle makes an evidence 
ot being in the Faith. But this j3 not the only point in which you two 
differ. Yet know that Chriſt being in our Body, is none of our 

Phraiſe, and ſhews, as in other Charges (and which you Ingenuouſly 

own in your 3d Mercury) that you imperfeU&ly know our Frinciples, 

tho' you boldly cenſure them, But were it ſo, yet the Apoſtle had de- 
fended the Fxpreſſion, who ſpeaking of the Divine Manifeftation of 
Chriſt, and God in Chrift, in the Creature, faith, And this Treaſure 
brve we in Earthen Veſſels, that the Excellency of the Power may be of God, 
and not of us, 2Cor. 4. 6,7. To this add that of Chrift's Prayer, 
Fo. 17. 23, I in them and they in me}, and it is to be hoped you wil 
think a Man a littl= b-trer than a Manger, and yet it is no Dan 
of Chriſt to ſay he is where be Jays be ts, and where it is Antiſcriprur 
to ſay he is not. Your laſt Reaſon for our diſhonouring of our $a* 
our. is our denying him 10 be diſtinct from tbe Father, Kut (ippoſe,, . 
were true, why do you ftrain ſo hard to depreſs us es Pray uy th. 
were the diſhonour of it ? It might, on our parts, not look fo cb. 
rent ; bnt to make the Son the Father, is diſhorouring the Fati® 
rather than the Son. You had better not be met!ling, and lettis, 
work alone ; it is not your Talent, and il] becomes you. Howbei 
know, if you p'eaſe, we do think the Son diſtin# from the Father 
for Fatherhoud a.'d onſhip are certainly not the ſame. And the very 
place you cite of R. B. p. $7, 88, yon produced to prove your firft 
Reaſon tells you enough of that. Now for the Citations out of £4.' Buy- 
rough's Trump. p.17. and F. Parnell's Shield, p. 30. they mean tio 
more than this, That we ſhould not ſatisfy our ſelves only with what 
Chrift did, and the Saints enjoyed ſo long ago, But that we ſhould know 
and feel him by bis Light and Spirit nearer to us, that we might evidence 
his work in our Hearts, and be Partakers of the Experiences of thoſe 
bleed Saims in "Light: And not that we denyed or lighted "that 
blefſed Manifeftation of the Son of God in the Fleſh, This 
we have ſaid again and again upon occalion. Iſa. Pennington's word, Lueſ, 
p. 33- 1<&:fended by expreſs Scripture. See Heb. 10.5, 7. Abddy baſt thou pre- 
pared me. Then ſaid T, Lo, T come (in the Volume of the *00%'it is nitten 6 
me) to do thy vill, OGod.
